Mr. Eisenhower told leaders of 
the recently reorganized Citizens 
for Elzenhower movement that "I 
am perfectly ready to go for­ 
ward.”

His voioe rose noticeable as he

T U N I S «B — French para­ 
troops supported by strafing fight­ 
er planes wiped out a guerrilla 
band in southern Tunisia Tuesday 
killing 71 Arabs and capturing 17, 
it was reported here today. 
Three 
French 
soldiers 
were 
killed and 15 wounded in the bat­ 
tle near Tatahouine, a military 
post and cavaran assembly point 
on the edge of the Sahara Desert. 
The 
French 
captured 
a 
light 
ifiachine 
gun, 
five 
submachine 
guns and 54 rifles. 
Reports from the scene said the 
guerrillas wore khaki uniforms, 
indicating the band was organ­ 
ized on at least a semi-military 
basis. 
The battle at Tatahouine was 
the main engagement reported in 
terror-ridden Frencfi North Africa 
during a day that brought word 
of trouble in each of its other 
main divisions. 
Reliable sources in Algeria said 
guerrillas admitted by a traitor­ 
ous native soldier sacked Ft. Mac- 
Mahon, an outpost 90 miles south 
east of Algiers, They killed 14 
soldiers. 10 of them Frenchmen, 
and kidnapped 60 Arab sharp­ 
shooters. 
Forty-one of the abducted Arabs 
were released unharmed, but the 
other 19 apparently deserted to 
the guerrillas.

U.S. 8th Army will “take neces­ 
sary action” if the inspectors do 
not leave. He did not' elaborate. 


IN RESPONSE to a question ho 
said U.N. military forces in South 
Korea “are always on the alert 
for attack.” 
At the same time an

EDITOR’S CORNER 
Uncle Sam 
Many of us can remember when city 
and state governments got the lion's 
share of all the taxes collected In this 
country. The Federal government didn't 
cut much of a figure— didn’t need much 
for its functions in those days. The total 
expenses of the U.S. government In 1913, 
for example, were $724,511,000—half of 
which was spent on the Army and Navy. 
Cities and states were collecting more 
than twice as much as the Federal gov­ 
ernment. 
This all changed when the adminis­ 
tration of Franklin Roosevelt and his 
revolutionary advisors started borrow­ 
ing huge sums in an effort to correct a 
weakness in the American economy that 
brought on the 1929 crash. This was fol­ 
lowed by even greater borrowing and 
spending during World Wgr II, culmin­ 
ating in expenses of almost 100 billion 
dollars in 1945. 
It wasn’t long after the war that the 
U.S. started on a new' spending program 
for defense, foreign aid, farm relief and 
veterans’ benefits. Truman’s budgets 
ran from 33 to 39 billion. More expenses 
piled up during the Korean war, but 
even with that costly venture ended na­ 
tional budgets have risen to 65 and 67 
billion. Countless bureaus are spending 
millions on all sorts of assistance pro­ 
grams and public works. 
The more the Federal government gets 
the more it seems to want. We still pay 
numerous taxes that were passed as 
emergency measures. The Federal gov­ 
ernment is spending Social Security 
taxes and replacing the money with hor-

rowed funds that taxpayers will have to 
pay some day. More billions are to be 
spent on schools and highways. 


Where is this all leading us? To a so­ 
cialized state—a planned economy— loss 
of 
our 
freedoms 
and 
constitutional 
rights. A change in national administra­ 
tions is not the answer, for the Demo­ 
crats will spend just as much as the Re­ 
publicans — if not more. The politicians 
of both administrations have had too 
much money to spend — Uncle Sam is 
getting too greedy. 


A reduction of appropriations and ac­ 
companying reduction of Federal taxes 
will come only from Congress. People 
must demand it of their Senators and 
Congressmen. This is election year and 
a good time for people to stress to the 
candidates the necessity of greater econ­ 
omy — less spending — by the Federal 
government. Income taxes can — and 
should — be reduced. So should a lot of 
other hidden taxes that handicap busi­ 
ness and burden the people. Cities and 
states should be given the opportunity 
of getting a fair share of the total taxes 
collected. 


If people will let the candidates for 
the House and Senate know just how 
they feel about Federal tax-and-spend 
programs, it will help more than any­ 
thing else to save "this nation from be­ 
coming a socialized state through the 
concentration of power in the Federal 
government made possible by the huge 
sums it is collecting and borrowing from 
the American people.

In looking over the notes 
1 
made when I began the series of 
Informal letters on the duties and 
prerogatives of a Congresman. I 
find I have concluded that list. 
A few questions cam e in and I 
answered them. 
This time I write on a subject 
which I had expected to be ques­ 
tioned about, as I am by almost 
all students who come down, par­ 
ticularly those who have been 
under the influences of some 
mem bers of this present crop of 
instructors who, if I may say so 
frankly, seem to m« to know an 
awful lot about our government 
which isn't so, and who appar­ 
ently resist any thought of find­ 
ing out our procedures for them ­ 
selves. This subject is the much 
discussed, and often little under­ 
stood theory of “ seniority.” 
A 
majority 
of 
the students 
seem to be influenced to decry 
seniority. 
Certainly it is an of­ 
ten exercised propaganda subject 
by the would-be liberals. 
So 1 
said to one student, who was 
voicing objection to a Congres­ 
sional chairman. “ If we cam e to 
a door together, would you try to 
crowd through in front of m e?" 
He said, "Of course not; I'd let 
you go first.” 
So I said, "Then 
you believe in seniority, at least 
to the extent of avoiding physical 
complications in a doorway.” 


80 I ASKED HIM. "Suppose 
you wanted something done for 
you In Washington; would 
you 
ask me to help you, or try to do 
it all yourself. 
You tell me you 
don't know much about Washing­ 
ton." He said, to that, “Why, I'd 
ask you, if I could." 
So I said 
again, "Then you believe in sen­ 
iority, as we predice it here, 
which means that we recognize 
the value of experience." 
Finally I asked him, "If you 
were selecting a 
manager 
for 
your business, would you be in­ 
clined to take one of the men 
who had been with the business 
long enough to know about it, 
or some new m an who was just 
coming up." He laughed and said, 
"I don't need to answer that one; 
that's obvious." 
So I said, for the third time, 
"Then you believe in seniority, 
as 
we understand it, for 
the 
chairman is the manager of his 
committee. 
He looks over the 
bills, schedules and conducts the 
hearings, directs the staff, ap­ 
proves expenditures, reports the 
bills, directs the floor work, and 
does a thousand and one little 
things which the other members 
are delighted to have him do. I 
said in one le tte r /I recall, that 
the other members of practically 
any committee, except on desig­ 
nated bills, are willing, generous­ 
ly, to let the chairm an and the 
ranking 
minority 
member 
do 
about 80 per cent of the work. 
"Well." said the student, "what 
if the chairman wants to sit on a 
bill, and won't bring it up?” 
I 


PHILLIPS 


had to tell him that no chairman 
could actually sit on a bill with­ 
out great discomfort, if a major­ 
ity of the committee wanted it 
brought up. 
They could vote it 
up, or even out, over his resist­ 
ance if they really wanted it. 
The simple fact is that in prac­ 
tically all cases where I hear 
scream s about a bill being sup­ 
pressed in a committee, the com­ 
mittee members are quite willing 
to have it suppressed, and agree 
privately with the chairman, who 
is also permitted to take the heat 
under such circumstances. May­ 
be action is prem ature; maybe 
it is the wrong time; maybe it 
Is too political, maybe anything 
—the committee just doesn't want 
it out or they could get it out, 
or the 
Members of 
Congress 
could petition it out, or Congress 
... could ifivoke "Calendar Wednes­ 
day.” 


I HAVE TO REMIND the "lib­ 
erals” 
with 
some amusement, 
that during all the screaming 
over proposed changes in the 
Rules, a few years back, not one 
of them took the simple action of 
refusing unanimous consent to 
the omission of Calendar Wed­ 
nesday week after week. One “ I 
object,” could have fixed that, 
but the propaganda was more 
valuable to the leftists than doing 
something about it themselves. 
Seniority is the use of exper­ 
ience. 
It is the elimination of 
personal conflict and disappoint­ 
ment. 
The alternative is prob­ 
ably to elect the chairmen, for 
example, of the committees. 
If 
you were a member, say, of the 
committee on Agriculture and 
your crystal ball was not work­ 
ing the day the committee elcted 
the chairman, and you voted for 
the loser, well — figure it out for 
yourself! 
It's just a 
question, 
but even subconsciously the sit­ 
uation is there. 
I'll admit that we occasionally 
get a chairman by seniority who 
isn't as good as he should be. It 
happened to me once in 14 years. 
I'll take that chance rather than 
the alternative, which I have al­ 
so observed in action. 
Keep in 
mind that this seniority system is 
not a requirement; 
the leader­ 
ship could select any 
Member 
for chpirman. or put any Mem­ 
ber on a committee they just 
know (by experience!) that sen­ 
iority is the better method. 
I have been planning to dis­ 
continue these weekly letters im- 
Tnediately after the prim ary elec­ 
tion, but I have a few miscel­ 
laneous notes that m ay interest 
you 
One of them is to show you 
what a long, tedious pull it is, 
in the Congress, 
between 
the 
first election and a chairm an­ 
ship. I've made an analysis. For 
five of the most important com­ 
mittees the average was 20 years 
for the present Democratic chair­ 
man and the last Republican 
chairman.

Potatoes Can be 
Tailored to Taste 
An Iowa State College nutrition­ 
ist says that now potatoes can be 
tailored to the taste. 
Leslie Smith said that by add­ 
ing a pre-cooking step to the mak­ 
ing of potato flakes, the texture 
can be regulated between mealy, 
creamy or smooth. By merely 
varying the cooking Items and 
temperatures, the different tex­ 
tures can be obtained, he said..
